HIS VICTORY WAS CONCEDED 


Victory of Beck on the First Ballot 


Comes Like Thunderbolt Out of 


a Clear Sky. 


The election of Charles Beck of 
Richmond, chairman of the Sixth dis­ 
trict at the Democratic convention in 
Connersville this afternoon came as 
a thunderbolt out of a clear sky, es­ 
pecially to the followers of Charles 
Hack of Shelbyville, who was sup­ 
ported by the Rush county delegation, 
and the election of Beck, when there 
seemed to be little doubt but what 
Hack would be chosen, is credited to 
the Tom Taggart political machine. 
Beck received seventy-three votes, 
sixty being enough to 
elect, on the 
first ballot. 
The names of Charles 
Beck and 
Charles Hack were the only two plac­ 
ed before the convention, Dr. F. A. 
Busier of New Castle and 
Herman 
TricTHer of Brookville withdrawing 
from the race at the 
last moment. 
Trickier has always 
been credited 
with being allied with the 
Taggart 
forces, hut Hush county Democrats 
say this was merely a coupe to at­ 
tract attention from Beck who has 
'been quietly coming forward. 
Democrats here had felt that the 
Sixth district was almost free from 
the fine handiwork of Tom Taggart* 
They did not suspect that he had al­ 
lied with Reek and that they would 
receive the jolt of their lives in tile 
bour when they seemed most likely 
to be victorious 
Hack is said to be a protege of 
John E. Lamb. Taggart’s bated polit­ 
ical enemy. 
Lamb and Taggart have 
been battling to a draw in the fifth 
district with the odds slightly in Tag­ 
gart's favor. It is said that Hack was 
put in the race by the Lamb forces 
to offset any attempt Taggart might 
make to win the district. 
When Dr. Rosier of New’ Castle 
withdrew, Henry county’s support 
went to Beck. 
The same thing was 
true when Trichter of Franklin conn- 


instructed to vote for Hack when the> 
primaries were held here Wednes­ 
day. 
It was reported in Connersville 
at noon that one of the Rush county 
delegates was about to kick over the 
traces and would not vote with the 
party caucus.

The name of the delegate who was 
alleged to be 
causing the 
trouble 
could not be learned. It was said that 
Rush county leaders were worried to 
some little extent because they had 
promised to deliver the vote of 
the 
Hush county delegation to Mr. Hack 
and they did not want it to appear 
they had lost control. 
Mark Pur­ 
cell, Rush county chairman, and Sam 
Tea hue, permanent chairman of ftfee 
convention, both stated that there 
was nothing to the rumor and that 
Rush county would vote solidly, and 
willingly, for AIr.

ets during the winter and some times 
freeze’' to death iii great 
numbers. 
They depend on scattered grain and 
weed seeds for food and a heavy 
snow topped with a crust of ice brings 
a famine. 
In the spring heavy rains 
often destroy the nests and the young 
ones. During the last few years how­ 
ever, farmers, realizing tile value of 
the birds commenced to feed 
them 
and provide shelter for them in the 
barnyard and orchard.

mendable custom is preserving many 
of the birds each winter.

He Evil of Illy Ventilated 
School Rooms. 


DR HUTCHINSON’S POINTERS 


Schoolrooms Without Proper Ventila­ 
tion Make Up an Evil as Great as 


the 
Evil of Allowing 
Children to 


Grow Up Without an Education, De­ 
clares Noted Medical Authority Be­ 
fore Indiana Teachers’ Association. 


Indianapolis, Dec. 29.—Leading fea­ 
tures iff the Indiana State Teachers’ 
association's sessions were little ser­ 
mons preached on 
“The Gospel of 
Fresh Air.” 
Nearly 3,000 teachers 
beard lectures by Dr. William E W att 
of Chicago, and Dr. Woods Hutchinson, 
New \ ork medical authority. 
That schoolrooms 
without proper 
ventilation make up an evil as great 
as the evil of allowing children to grow 
up without an education, were declara­ 
tions made by both Dr. Hutchinson 
and Dr. Watts. 
“It Is true that you can’t eat fresh 
air or pass examinations on it, but 
equably true that children must have 
it if they continue to grow,” said Dr 
Hutchinson. 
‘They spend a large part 
of their early life inside the school and 
it is our business to see that condi­ 
tions are right for their developm ent 
So far as the school stands in the way 
of a child’s wholesome living, just 
far is it an evil and its methods must 
be changed. 
“There are countless heating svs 
terns ‘guaranteed to deliver the goods. 
They .suck air up from the cellar or 
alley and rush it through the school 
room labeled ‘fresh.’ 
But there is no 
known system th at can take the place 
of open windows with an intelligent 
teacher to see that they are opened 
and shut at the right time.” 
Dr. W atts set up a novel defense for 
the man who doesn’t go to church. 
“There is no such thing as fresh air 
in the average American church,” he 
said. 
“Heating plants have robbed it 
of all its energy and it is filled with 
germs of influenza, chickenpox and a 
score of other diseases.

To go over all the lessons separate­ 
ly, one alter another, to repeat titles 
and Golden Texts in order, to select 
certain truths we have learned—this 
is not review. 
W hat we need is the 
movement of the whole period of the 
history, to study its meaning, to wffiat it 
Is leading, how each event, each charac­ 
ter, bears upon this end, to help or to 
hinder, to see God in the history, and 
to learn the lessons the whole period 
teaches us. 
Reviewing is looking backward from 
some tower or hilltop, over the land­ 
scape through which we have been 
traveling. 
The hills, the valleys, the 
cities, the villages, the forests, the fer­ 
tile fields, we have been seeing in de­ 
tail through the quarter we now see as 
one broad country, and w’e understand 
the m eaning and power of the land ae 
a whole. 
, 
T he principal countries where the 
events took place should be noted on 
the map, their relations to one anoth­ 
er, th e modern names of these land* 
given, and the events in each reported. 
The Bible history is made more real, 
and more interesting, when the con­ 
tem porary events of secular 
history 
ar© connected with it, joining day 
school with Sunday school. And often 


th© 'secular "history throws light upon 
the Biblical history. 
The monuments, 
the remains of ancient times found in 
the ruins of their great cities within 
the last century, add greatly to our 
knowledge and interest. 
T he history we are reviewing nat­ 
urally falls into four eras or periods. 
(I) The two stream s of the divided 
kingdom. 
(2) The single stream of Ju­ 
dah. 
(3) The Exile. 
(4) The R eturn 
and Restoration. 
I. First Period. 
The Divided King­ 
dom.—Judah and Israel side by side, a 
double experim ent in the progress of 
the kingdom of God. 
This period ex­ 
tended from 982-722, about 260 years. 
Judah’s territory contained about 3,400 
square miles; Israel’s 9,400. 
Judah’s 
capital was Jerusalem with its tem ­ 
ples; Israel’s was Samaria, with two 
centers of false worship. 
Judah was 
more sheltered than Israel from close 
contact with the heathen, both politi­ 
cally and religiously. 
Judah had one 
dynasty of l l kings and one queen, all 
of the house of David; and 
Israel 19 
kings and 
9 
dynasties. 
Judah 
had 
several very good kings, and great 
revivals of religion and reforms 
of 
morals; while in Israel 
from the first 
was a deterioration 
of 
varying 
de­ 
gress, with great help from Elijah and 
Elisha. 
The principles we have been study­ 
ing apply to our own times, but are 
worked out in ways adapted lo modern 
life. “The church is an army on duty,

loving faithfulness.” 
T here are great evils to be driven out 
of our country. The whole land is wak­ 
ing up to realize the need of civic right­ 
eousness.

They have been operating costly bu­ 
reaus of correspondence for the sole 
purpose of explanation

customers. 
As an example, here is a 
bona fide letter sent to an individual 
small customer of one of the biggest 
monopolies.
